The Sir George Williams hockey Georgians, fighting fox second 
place with University of Sherbrooke Vert et Or, picked up three of a possible 
four points last week. 


Wednesday night, two goals by Mike McNamara and one by Barry Cullen 
carried Sir George to a 3~2 win over University of Montreal in a sloppy affair. 


The Carabins came close on several occasions to evening the score 
in the third period but Sir George goalie Bernie Wolfe, playing one of his 
best games of the season, stopped the Montreal thrusts. 


But Wolfe was not overly impressive as the Georgians battied to a 
5-5 dxaw with the league-leading Loyola Warriors Saturday. The Warriors had 32 
shots on goal and Gavin Kirk's second goal of the game midway through the third 
period earned the tie for Loyola. 


Mark Shewehuck fired three goals for Sir George while Rick Moore 
had two. Moore just missed adding his third goal when he shot into the goaltender’s 
pads and on the return rush, Kirk evened the score. 


Six George now has 26 points, .two more than third-place Sherbrooke. 
Bach team has three games left. The tie was the first point the Georgians had 
taken from the Warriors in conference play since the 1968-69 season. The last 
time the Georgians earned a point against the Warriors was a 4-4 tie Jan.10,1969. 
Sir George has not beaten Loyola since the 1969 Ottawa-St. Lawrence Athletic 


Association playoffs.
